A  GAINS  I  the  march  of  tragic,  only  two  private  houses  in  the  West 
/  %  47th  Street  block  stand  toda\ — that  of  the  late  Eli  B.  Springs,  and 
the  mansion  of  his  Lifelong  friend  anel  fellow-collector,  Mr.  Burton 
S.  Castles,  remodeled  by  Thomas  Bull  in  the  Gothic  style  and  shut  oft  by  its 
massive  walls  from  the  clamorous  life  of  the  street.  Here  Mr.  Castles  col- 
lected for  twelve  years  pictures  and  Imperial  jades;  the  house  was  famous 
for  the  rich  beauty  of  its  carved  jade  lamps  and  illuminated  table  screens,  in 
which  the  textural  quality  of  the  most  precious  of  Chinese  minerals  was 
exhibited  to  its  best  advantage,  while  in  the  dining  room  a  magnificent  Royal 
Brussels  tapestry  by  Jerome  Le  Clerc  [Number  312]  with  the  arms  of 
William  III  of  England  poured  a  flood  of  color  into  the  quiet  interior. 

The  paintings  are  headed  by  the  extremely  important  Corot,  Le  Ca  ja- 
iler dans  la  Campagne  [Number  308]  painted  at  Yille  d'Avray  about  1S74 
and  included  in  the  famous  C.  K.  G.  Billings  collection  sold  in  these  galleries 
in  1926:  a  silvery  work  of  Corot  s  last  period,  in  which  he  studied  to  his 
final  solutions  the  fugitive  effects  of  gray  light,  filtered  through  complicated 
patterns  of  foliage.  From  the  same  sale  is  a  monumental  Clays,  Calm  on 
the  Scheldt  (32  x  55  inches)  [Number  309].  originally  in  the  Yerkes  collec- 
tion and  probably  the  most  important  work  known  by  this  artist;  and  a 
robust  Wallachian  genre  scene  [Number  304]  by  Adolf  Schreyer.  Two 
full-length  nudes  [Numbers  302  and  307]  by  Henner  summarize  the  work 
of  a  painter  who  carried  the  poetic  tradition  of  Barbizon  from  landscape 
into  figure-painting. 

Representative  canvases  by  Diaz.  Van  Marcke.  Jacque.  Ziem,  Ridgway 
Knight,  and  Blakelock  complete  a  small  collection  which  symbolizes  in  itself 
the  whole  essence  of  the  ordered  life  in  an  era  of  security.

Upon  a  vieux  rose  field  is  displayed  the  Royal  Arms  of  England  (temp. 
William  and  Mary),  with  William  of  Orange's  motto  IE  MAINTIEN- 
DRAY  upon  a  banderole  trailing  OYer  a  latticed  cartouche,  terminating 
in  leaf  mantling  with  the  heads  of  the  Lion  and  Unicorn  festooned 
with  flowers:  the  shield  is  supported  by  figures  of  Mars  in  scarlet 
draperies  and  Minerva  in  golden  cloak  and  plumed  helmet,  holding 
sword  and  spear  respectively,  and  sustaining  the  Royal  crown,  upon  a 
background  of  massed  banners:  above  their  heads  are  two  floral  swags 
dependent  trom  the  cartouches  ot  the  upper  border. 
The  border  is  composed  of  imbricated  russet  oak  leaves  and  acorns, 
with  four  large  leaf-scrolled  ornaments  at  the  corners,  two  Stars  of 
the  Order  of  the  Garter  at  the  centres  of  the  sides,  and  a  cartouche 
with  the  Royal  monogram  of  William  and  Mary  in  the  centre  of  the 
upper  border.  The  tapestry  is  magnificently  woven  in  shaded  wools 
lavishly  highlighted  in  silk  and  enriched  with  silver  thread.  In  lower 
selvage  the  Brussels  mark,  bb  and  shield,  and  signature:  Le  Clerc.

Nate:  Hieronymus  (Jerome)  Le  Clerc  was  the  son  of  the  equally  famous 
weaver,  Jan  Le  Clerc,  who  died  about  1676;  Hieronymus  Le  Clerc  took  over  the 
management  of  his  father's  atelier  and  became  a  privileged  master  in  1677. 
Among  his  most  notable  works  are  the  superb  series  of  five  tapestries  depicting 
The  History  of  Julius  Caesar  in  the  Austrian  State  collection,  and  the  series  of 
Campaign  Scenes  after  Lambert  de  Hondt,  the  property  of  the  State  of  Bavaria. 
The  Le  Clerc  atelier  survived  until  after  1703. 

The  present  tapestry  is  probably  the  one  recorded  in  H.  Gobel,  H'andtep- 
piche,  1923,  Vol.  I,  p.  37+,  as  having  been  in  the  Rochard  collection  (Paris,  May, 
1905  1  and  was  ordered  through  the  house  of  Jakob  van  der  Borght,  who  were 
the  official  tapestry  weavers  to  William  III  of  Orange.  The  cartoon  is  probably 
by  David  Teniers  III,  and  the  use  of  metal  threads  in  the  execution  is  character- 
istic only  of  the  most  sumptuous  work  of  the  period.  The  hanging  was  un- 
doubtedly woven  for  the  English  monarch.
